$300,000. At the last report issued by the bank it had a surplus 
of $200,000. With the increased capital acquired by the stock- 
holders taking up the additional issue, the bank's resources 
for-.the resumption of business will be materially strengthened. 
TO TAKE CERTIFICATES. 


"As part of-the plan of rehabilitation it is proposed that 


depositors shall sign an agreement to accept interest-bearing 
time certificates, which will give the bank an opportunity to 
realize on its securities. This plan has been adopted by the 
California Safe Deposit and Trust Company of San Francisco, 
and it is developing so successfully that President David T. 


„ Walker expects to be able to re-open for business in the course 


of a few days. 


-The Union .National has already begun to realize on its 


securities and increase the volume of cash on hand. For in- , 
stance, on Thursday $10,000 in gold coin was transferred to 
the bank's vaults in one transaction.

Banks' Statutes. " 


. VIENNA, Nov. 16.—An article In the 
Neulfrie Presse written by Signor Luz- 
zatl, Italy's foremost financial authority, 
urging the calling of an international con- 
ference to consider the gold crisis, is at- 
tracting attention in financial circles. 


Luzzati proposes that the treasuries and 


the-leading banks of th« world be repre- 
sented, and with delegates, to examine 
the statues of banks of issue and reform 
them. 
He believes the statutes are/out 


of date, and that they make all money 
crises worse. 
This, he says, is especially 


true of America and England. 
The an- 


tlciue regulations of the Bank of England 
decreases the gold basis. 


Joint stock banks ought to Increase 


their-reserves and not rely alone upon the 
Bank.of England, v.¥hich no longer gov- 
erns the money market and is on the 
point of losing It« monetary autonomy 
because its metal basis is too small. 


Signor LuzzatI favors an International 


agreement-among the world's chief banks 
fo^ 
1 reciprocal loans of gold so as to pre- 


vent rivalry. 
He suggests that Australia 


and Italy jointly aek France, as the chief 
banking power of the world, .to summon 
the conference.

Special Legislative Session. 


Governor GHIett's proclamation calling the State Legislature to 


in special session next Tuesday is generally approved by 


;p*ople. 
Under the circumstances h was the.only thing that 


the Governor could do. The pressure brought to bear upon him 
from all sides was. irresistible. 
It helps to clear up the.financial 


atmosphere. 
It puts a temporary stop to the withdrawal of coin, 


from circulation in order to,pay taxes, and it gives relief to the 
class r€jf. taxpayers who might have had .difficulty, to/nust,<;-.coin 
inltime to preven-t^being. listed, as delinquent and subjected to'the 
penalties associated with .the same. 
. The Governor has wisely 


made the postponement .&f the dky of, :tax •delinquency an'd !the 
irrijjpQsition of its penalties the first subject for-consideration .by-the 
Legislature. 
Every member of :bo1hhpuses-'understands the situa- 


tion and the urgent necessity for prompt: action^ 
It is, therefore, 


reasonable to presume-that,the btl-J piepaKed to'-meet the emergency 
will be passed without debate as soon as introduced. 


The proposed amending of the codes so that special holidays' 


•nay be called by the Governor, without suspending the functions 
of the courts is as much an emergency measure in which the entire 
State is concerned as the extension'of the-time,for the collection of 
taxes. 
Through"the whole series1 of holidays called,to tide over the 


financial flutter, the courts have, been unable to transact any kind of 
business legally. They have been so completely -tied -up that a 
vast amount of injury and in some cases absolute distress has been 
produced unavoidably. 
The .situation 
imperatively 
calls 
for 


relief. 
• 


Three of the other subjects to be considered are the amendments 


adopted by San Francisco to its charter at the late^election which 
the Legislature is asked to ratify. 
The ratification will help that 


city greatly in the work of rehabilitation. 


Other measures to be disposed of are providing money for the 


payment p£ the expenses incurred by the Adjutant-General during 
the troubles in San Francisco'in May, June and July..last growing 
out of the carmen's strike; the removal of Railroad Commissioner 
Andrew M. Wilson from office—an act which every honest-minded 
citizen in the State will approve, for he stands before the world as a 
self-confessed boodler; the creation of a fund which will enable the 
State Harbor Commission to enlarge the'tidal area and improve San 
Francisco's water front commercial facilities, and the appropriation 
of money for the contingent expenses of the Governor. 


There are only ten measures to consider and there is fro reason 


to assume otherwise than that they will be quickly disposed of and 
the session-will be short.

Another Smelter Object Lesson. 


The latest object lesson relating to the danger of operating ore 


smelters in the neighborhoqd'of populous communities .or fertile and 
productive agricultural land's through the discharge of their poisonous 
fumes in the atmosphere, comes from 
Bingham Junction, Utah, 


where the big smelters of the United States Smelting and Mining 
arid-Refining Company are located. The company had been enjoined 
by the United States Circuit Court from operating its smelters until 
it abated the "smoke" nuisance. It appealed to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which has confirmed the judgment of the 
lower court. The smelters must, therefore, close. It is presumed 
that they will remain closed until a plant is constructed which will 
filter the smoke of the furnaces, extracting, therefrom the poisonous j 
mineral vapors to whose discharge in the open air objection is raised. 
It is maintained that this can be accomplished through the agency of 
a precipitation plant. But its construction involves the investment 
of capital on which there is no certainty of profitable return. 
The 


mineral by-products obtainable do not, in many cases, pay to collect 
and market. The smelting companies, therefore, treat them as so 
much waste, and find it more economical to expel them in their 
vaporous form through their tall chimneys to be distributed through 
the atmosphere and precipitated by nature over the land jvhere it 
wills, unconcerned as to the effecrit may have upon vegetation, soil 
and domesticated live stock until the suffering land-owners hale 
them into court to recover damages and to put a stop to their in- 
jurious business methods, as has been done in the 
case of the 


Bingham smelters. 


Those opposing the construction of the big Guggenheim smelter 


at Baden, San Mateo county, will, doubtless, sit up and take notice 
of the resuHs in the Utah smelter smoke injunction case. In all 
probability those Bingham land-owners who have been forced to 
carry on a costly suit in order to get relief from the destructive 
effects of the smelter, were told by its owners, as Guggenheim has 
told the people of the three counties which will be affected by the 
Baden smelter, if its furnace fires are allowed to be started, that it 
would be operated without injury to 
neighboring 
property. In 


every smelter case which hasyfigured in court, based -on the main- 
penance of a smoke nuisanc^ the. defendant has invariably denied 
that the vapor emerging from the chimneys of the establishment is 
poisonous in its character, deadly^to vegetation, injurious to animal 
life or in any way a public nuance. The'complainant has thus been 
footed at great cost and inconvenience to prove up, and when the 
final judgment has been reached the amount pf damages recovered 
have been poor compensation for the loss of time, expenses incurred 
and injury suffered through the destructive effects of the fumes on 
live stock and vegetation. The time to proceed against an establish- 
ment which produces such results is. before it'has a chance to start, 
which the owners of the orchards and salt works and other valuable 
improved properties in Alameda county.and the owners of the 
beautiful homes located in San Mateo county, menaced by the Baden 
smelter, are not apt to overlook.

DWELLS ON ITS 


EARLY HISTORY 


Magnificence of City 
at Present Time Also 


Described. 


George ' C. Perkins, senior United 
States Senator from California, ad- 
dressed a generous audience last night 
at the First Free Baptist Church on 
Brush street near Twenty-first street 
on the subject 
"Fifteen 
Years 
in 
Washington." The address was given 
under the auspices of the Men's Club 
of the church. 


The Senator confined his discourse 
strictly to Washington; 
its 
parks, 
sights, political life, society, history 
and scenes that are of interest to all 
visitors and tourists. 
None of the 
public issues of the ' day 
was 
dis- 


cussed, and only a casual reference 
made regarding the present money 
stringency. 


"The financial flurry." said Senat 


Perkins, "Is temporary, and will soon 
adjust Itself. 
Confidence has 
been 
disturbed, but as soon as the people 
see that the foundations of prosperity 
are unshaken, that confidence 
will 
again be restored." 


WASHCVGTOJf.' 


The Senator said In'part; "The city 


of Washington occupies a portion of 
the District of Columbia. 
The dis- 
trict comprises sixty-five square miles 
and lies on -the northern bank ol 
the Potomac river, 116 miles from its 
mouth. 
" 
"The city is the most beautjful, in 
many respects, of any city in the 
world. Its Ideal locality was selected 
by George Washington, 
himself an 
engineer, and was planned entirely In 
advance' 'by 'far sighted men. L. En- 
fant laid out a plot for 1,000,000 pop- 
ulation. 
"Washington !s the most American, 
city, and also the most un-American 
city, as it is .the only city where the 
people have no voice In selecting their 
officers. It is most cosmopolitan, yet 
there are no foreign colonies. 
Con- 
gress 
legislates 
for 
the 
District 


of Columbia, and I am glad to say 
there never have been any political 
scandals, such as graft. 
"The beautiful city of Washington 
has 275 small circles or parks, twen- 
ty-six over one acre; 92,000 trees are 
planted on public ground.. The popu- 
lation at present numbers 
330,000, 
which includes 95,000 negroes. 
The 
great central thoroughfare is Penn- 
sylvania avenue, 160 feet wide and 
five miles long, but broken in 
two 
places by the capitol building and by 
the treasury building. The avenue 
and streets radiate from the capitol 
like the spokes in the hub of a wagon 
wheel. 


Cmr OF MONUMENTS. 


"Washington is a city of monu- 
ments. Washington monument is the 
loftiest, SOD feet, six Inches high. The 
cornerstone was laid July t, 184S, ana 
completed December, 18S4, at a total 
cost of 51,187,710. Of thi* amount 
the national historical society con- 
tributed $200,000. 
"Then there is the Lafayette mem- 
orial, erected by Congress, 
costing 


550,000; the Rochambeau erected by 
France; the Peace Monument on 
Capitol hill; emancipation monument 
In Lincoln Park; 
naval 
monument 
and statues of Washington, Lincoln, 
Garfield, Admiral Farragut, General 
Rawlins, Martin Luther, Justice Mar- 
shall, 
Benjamin 
Franklin, Henry, 
Webster and others. 
"*• 
"It is said there are only twenty- 
seven equestrian statues In the Uni- 
ted States; of these Washington has 
eight; namely. Generals Jackson, 
In 
Jackson Park; George Washington, in 
Washington 
Park; 
General 
Scott, 
General McPh'ersnn, General Nathan- 
iel Green, in Green Square; General 
Hancock 
on Pennsylvania avenue;

THE WHITE HOUSE. 
, "The White House was the first 
public building erected in Washing- 
ton. The cornerstone \*as laid In Oc- 
tober, 1792, in the presence of Wash- 
ington, and first occupied by Presi- 
dent John Adams. It was captured 
by the British in 1814 and set on 
fire. Heavy rain prevented great loss! 
Dolly Madison saved the portrait of 
George Washington by cutting It out
